R Is estimated that less 
than forty per cent, of the sixty per cen- 
tum ad ?alorem duty on silk is colle'ted 
n consequence of the undervaluation ol 
tba article. Velvets, ploahes, lacesj em- 
broideries, edgings and like artlclra have 
been reported as systematically underval- 
ued by the foreign manufacturers, many 
ol whom when spoken to on the subject 
openly admitting tbat they invoice their 
goods to- this country at lower values than 
tboy do to other countries, justifying their 
action and reconciling their conscience 
upon the ground that, they have tbe right 
on tbe ecore of humanity, if for no other 
reason, to evade what they term our "mon- 
strous American tariff," declaring that If 
the American market was cut off from 
them, which Is tbe intention of high tarifl 
their macufaclones would close and their 
people wo«ld «Dffer and starve In many 
manufacturing centres, whence nearly al 
their manufactured goods arc exported to 
tbe United States. 


There Is much difference of opinion as to 
'bat constitutes "foreign market value' 


under tbe law, and much divergence of 
practice among appraising officers m ascer- 
taining sucb value. Some bold tbat the 
purchasing price should be taken as the 
true market value, while others bold that 
the selling prices to the home trade or to 
other countries should govern. In conse- 
quence of this difference of opinion It is im- 
possible to secure uniformity of action in 
axing the dutiable value of imported goods 
at the various ports. Should ad vaforem 
duties be continued the law ought to be 
made plain as lo what constitutes dut able 
foreign marku value. The act of June 22 
1874, which provides that In suits for the 
forfeiture of goods undervalued, the actual 
intent to delraud tbe revenue must be 
proven, as a separate proposition is a bar 
to tbe successful prosecution of suits a 
mnjunty of which, when brought, are com- 
promised upon the recommendation of tbe 
law officers of tbe department, who under- 
stand and appreciate the difficulty of prov- 
ing ihe "intent of tbe Impoiter to defraud 
th<- revenue," which is required by law. 
There may be abundant proof of tne uo- 
dervaluatlon and none as to tbo intent, but 
were tbe law changed so as to cause a for-
